Precision Shooting 
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Letter to the IBS Members 


Speaking for the Board of Directors of 
“Precision Shooting” we are sorry to an- 
nounce that Ritchie Moorhead, Editor 
for the past few years, has resigned. 
Ritchie has served his readers and the 
magazine well during this period. 

The Board is seeking a replacement 
and has talked with several potential 
candidates, but as yet has not chosen 
the new Editor. 

The readers should know that the big 
problem facing the Board is a financial 
one. Try as we have, the publication is 
barely scraping by, and was, in fact, ap- 
proaching bankruptcy. Therefore, it was 
and is necessary to ‘‘tighten our belt’’ so 
to speak and cut back. 

The Board feels that this can be done 
without reducing the number of pages or 
the quality of the material. In fact, it is 
the hope and intention to increase the 
pages and include special articles that 
are benchrest oriented, but not com- 
monly used in the recent past. In other 
words, we hope to increase reader in- 
terest and at the same time to manage 
the financial picture better. 

In considering the magazine format, 
and its related costs of publication there 
are several changes. necessary. 

First, the listing of match results with 
its columns, data, etcetera, is a very ex- 
pensive printing procedure. Therefore, 
it must be limited and put into a form that 
is systemized and standardized. We will 
develop this idea and supply the clubs 
with the necessary forms. The clubs will 
have to appoint a correspondent who 
shall see that the results are mailed to 
P.S. as soon as possible after the match. 
Hopefully, this person will outline the 
match highlights and even send us some 
pictures of the range, the winners, award 
ceremonies and other things of interest. 

P.S. cannot continue as in the past by 
sending the editor to many of the 
matches. P.S. payed the editor’s meals, 
travel, motel expenses and entry fees as 
well. This was an extremely expensive 
way to get match results and financially 
impractical. Now it will be up to the 
clubs to get this information to the editor 
of P.S. If the club submits report material 
and write-ups they will be included in 
the magazine, if not it simply will not ap- 
pear. Many clubs have been doing this 
and so it should not be a problem. 

Secondly, we must limit the listings 
somewhat. Perhaps to the top five or ten 
in smali matches, and to top ten or 20 in 
larger events. Hopefully the Interna- 
tional Championships can be printed in 
full. The Board will watch this important 
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area of the magazine and evaluate with 
necessary changes as time goes on. 

Thirdly, the Board has set aside a 
small amount to purchase feature arti- 
cles to broaden the reader’s interest and 
improve the magazine. We are looking 
for articles so if you have some please 
submit for review. 

Fourthly, The Board feels strongly that 
priorities call for the modest reimburse- 
ment for our columnists. These loyal 
supporters have been supplying the 
“meat” of the publication for years with 
no financial return. We owe them more 
thanks than words can express, and it is 
the Board’s desire to thank them with 
more than words as time goes on. 

Fifth, over the years we have had 
material submitted that was unusual, 
new, and helpful to shooters. This has 
not been happening in recent years, with 
some exceptions. Therefore, we are ask- 
ing each and every member of IBS, and 
any others interested, to submit articles 
to P.S. so that we can use them in this 
effort to improve our (all of us in IBS) 
house magazine. We are receptive to 
any and all material that will help to im- 
prove benchrest and other types of 
shooting. 

Sixth, since modern benchrest shoot- 
ing started in the late 40’s the attitude of 
the shooters and others was one of in- 
terest and helpfulness to each other. 
This trait of benchrest shooters is not as 
prevalent as it was. | believe Clyde Hart 
epitomized this characteristic. The same 
interest in the problems of the old timers 
or the novice. Always trying to advise 
and help the other fellow — that was 
Clyde, and that was the bench shooter. 
P.S. will try to revive that attitude in its 
editorial policies in an attempt to restore 
the old characteristics to the game. 
Benchrest shooting is almost a philoso- 
phy. It is a great sport for young and old. 
P.S. wants it to grow and prosper and 
will work to that end.

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EAST IS EAST AND WEST 


Some eight short years ago when | 
was getting ready to leave my old stomp- 
ing ground of the Penna./New York/Ohio 
benchrest shooting area to migrate west 
and south, former editor Emory Tooley 
and | discussed at length what 
differences | might find between Eastern 
and Western shoots, shooting and 
shooters. We had thought to do an arti- 
cle or two on the subject because it 
seemed to interest many of the PS 
readers that we talked with. 

Alas the best laid plans . . . though | 
would be the first to confess that I’m not 
sure now after eight years of travelling, 
living and shooting with the Western 
shooters if | can still properly analyze 
the difference. | do know that they are in- 
teresting. Perhaps the first thing | came 
to know from my geographical change 
was the slower pace in which the 
westerner lives and works. | can tell you 
that this is not carried over into his 
benchrest shooting habits. While the 
Easterner fights the rat race for a month, 
only to break away and spend a leisurely 
three days of benchrest shooting as his 
relaxation the westerner seems to con- 
tinue his normal work and life activities 
all the while storing up tremendous 
amounts of energy and desire to cram 
into three days of shooting sometimes 
so exhaustive as to cease being fun at all 
... but he appears to love every minute 
of it. 

Since this article is being written ex- 
pressly for Precision Shooting | shall 
plan to tell you more of the Westerner’s 
ways since the IBS oriented PS readers 
are already of predominant Eastern 
nature. 

Western ranges are on the average 
more primitive though constantly under 
improvement. Bench tops and benches 
nearly 100% concrete in structure and 
all totally roofed for the elements of sun 
in the west are as ravaging as the rains 
in the east and protection is a must. Most 
other facilities are either dual purpose or 
scant in nature for several reasons. Most 
times the ranges are located on private 
land or remote locations without actual 
dwelling at the range or near to it where 
overseeing or caretaking can be done. 
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Often the range is part of cattle pasture 
area and it is not unusual to have to stop 
and have the target detail round up the 
“doggies” before the shooting can con- 
tinue. 

While Eastern shooters might snicker 
a bit at this | find Western shooters 
totally enthralled with tales of matches 
in the East having to be held up for a 
train to go thru or a shoot schedule in- 
terrupted while a neighboring farmer 
plows across the field adjacent to the 
backstop. 

The biggest single difference | have 
noted is the lack of good water facilities 
at the ranges in the West. Many times it 
is hauled or trucked in and at some big 
matches glass lined milk trucks are 
loaded with water and brought to the 
range for a water source. 

The shooter as an individual has far 
less interest in the working tech- 
nicalities of benchrest shooting. He 
often does not care to know why it 
works; just that it does. The lack of ex- 
perimentation among shooters west of 
the Mississippi is very noticeable and 
when you find an innovator and check 
on his background you may quickly dis- 
cover a transplanted Easterner. The 
Western shooter is constantly learning 
and trying to improve and | feel certain 
puts a great deal more emphasis on 
practicing and improving his technique 
than he does on experimentation of 
loads, powders, seating depths etc. 
resorting to changes here only when he 
has no other choice and necessity dic- 
tates. Conversely perhaps the Eastern 
shooters makes too many changes, does 
too much testing and loses sight of his 
own shooting shortcomings along the 
way. 

Rare is the Western shooter of 
benchrest who cares a hoot what his 
fouling piece looks like; as long as it 
shoots. Tools, dies and other equipment 
often fall into the same category. But 
when it comes to competitive desire the 
Westerner may try harder and hang in 
there longer over the course of several 
days shooting. 

Nearly all Western matches are held 
with the entire 100 yard course fired in

the morning and the 200 yard segment 
that same afternoon. The next day may 
be a repetition with another class of gun 
and very little practicing at the range 
takes place in the mornings or evenings 
because of the rigorous pace of no less 
than twelve matches crowded into the 
days shooting. Most Western shooters 
travel farther to their matches and come 
from considerably more quiet homelife 
thus visiting at, before and during 
matches seems more noticeable in the 
West than in the East. 

In shooting ability | would have to 
state that | feel certain the Western 
shooter handles the wind superbly while 
sometimes tending toward confusion in 
a mirage condition. But then too, 
Eastern shooters whom | feel to be well 
versed in mirage shooting have been 
known to pack it in and go home after a 
single day of exposure to the devastat- 
ing mirages of Midland and San Angelo 
in West Texas. While the Easterner is 
much more of an equipment and gadget 
freak, that disease which eventually hits 
all benchresters, | do believe that the 
Western shooter gives any new acquisi- 
tion a better try and more thorough test 
before either accepting or condemning 
it’s assets. Perhaps a bit less likely to 
believe that the newest ‘‘group funnel’ 
being offered will really work tends to a 
bit less dependency on equipment and 
greater dependency on his own ability. 

Benchrest shooters all over the coun- 
try are a friendly clan, united in their 
technical interests (or they wouldn’t be 
benchresters) but | do believe the 
western shooters initial acceptance of 
the stranger or visitor while it may ap- 
pear very friendly on the surface is 
nevertheless somewhat reserved in it’s 
depth. 

Beyond a doubt Eastern shooters are 
a harder losing lot and while congratula- 
tions for good groups or fine matches 
are given grudgingly sometimes by the 
older Eastern shooters the Westerner 
sincerely means it when he says, ‘“Con- 
gratulation on a fine match.” 

When it comes to gunsmithing and 
superb fitting of quality components of 
the bench rest rifle the Eastern shooters 
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have a monopoly on talent and exper- 
tise. This is only natural when you learn 
something about the precision tool busi- 
ness in the south and West. A ten thou- 
sandths is a tight tolerance west of the 
big river while almost unheard of 
microns are being dealt with daily by the 
technical minder Easterner. There are 
more noticeable signs of improvement in 
the West both to the equipment used in 
shooting and to the facilities where 
shooting is done. | feel that to a great ex- 
tent this may be simply because out here 
the whole thing is newer and back east it 
has all been there a lot longer. How can 
you make a major and noticeable im- 
provement at Council Cup or Johns- 
town. They are two of the finest in the 
East and a great many years of hard 
work and constant gradual improvement 
are evident. Many of the Western 
benchrest rangers have been in exis- 
tence for fewer than ten years thus im- 
provements are momentous and 
noticeable. 

Match operation runs faster and more 
loosely in the West. Rifles are not 
checked for weight as often, barrel 
diameter and stock dimensions virtually 
never checked or questioned and one 
tendency which | personally abhor. That 
of assuming that any rule may be broken 
so long as that shooter does not win asa 
direct result of it. When Regional and 
National matches come upon the 
Western shooters who have not been 
properly exposed to rule enforcement, 
the sudden change seems quite ag- 
gravating and nit-picking to him. Better 
all along he had learned to be aware of 
the rule book and its contents and then 
the one big match he attends for the first 
time would not turn out to be a frustra- 
tion because of the sudden enforcement 
of the already existing rules. 

Referees are a joke in the West, 
seldom being named or chosen accord- 
ing to the prescribed procedure and 
then often in total awe of the rules and 
specifications they are called on to ad- 
judicate. IBS in the East has made tre- 
mendous improvement with their 
schools for referees and thus enjoys a 
membership far more knowledgeable 
about the intricate workings of 
registered matches. Good help and 
labor to run and oversee matches are 
just as much a problem in the West as in 
the East; the difference being that the 
Easterner shuns the responsibility to 
participate while the Westerner lacks the 
expertise and fears to volunteer his 
meager services for fear of embarrass- 
ment. 

“Which is the better shooter,”’ you will 
ask and | cannot give an adequate 
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Cover Picture 


Cover picture is a composite of Clyde 
Hart and the Camillus Range that was 
dedicated to him by Ed Joiner at the Var- 
mint Nationals. 

He deserved the honor. Clyde Hart 
was my best friend and my shooting bud- 
dy from the early fifties to 1980. | suspect 
| knew Clyde as well as anyone outside 
the immediate family. He was the first 
National Champion, established a World 
record early in the game, was a charter 
member both of NBRSA and IBS. 

Not satisfied with barrels available 
when modern benchrest started he 
decided to make a better one and did 
just that. 

As always, when a friend asked him 
for one, he made it, and for friend after 
friend after friend until it turned into a 
business. The business prospered and 
basically the secret of his success, and it 
was success, was his integrity. The bar- 
rel blank met his standards or it went in 
the waste pile. 

He shot some of these discards as did 
his family and a very few of his friends, 
but never a paying customer. 

Harry Pope was famous as a barrel 
maker in the late 1800’s, he was also 
famous for never misrepresenting the 
truth as he knew it. Clyde Hart was the 
same kind of man — completely honest. 

I’m sure everyone at the Annual Meet- 
ing missed Clyde’s presence. He was the 
“father confessor’, the “‘elder states- 


answer. While the Western shooter may 
be somewhat more pleasant to meet and 
be around during and after a match you 
will learn far more from the Eastern 
shooter about what is going on and see 
trends develop from their techniques. 
On pure shooting ability | do believe the 
nod goes to the Westerner probably due 
in most cases to an earlier and less ur- 
ban upbringing which may have seen 
him handling a gun almost daily 
throughout his childhood whereas 
Eastern boys may have had more limited 
shooting exposure in their urban sur- 
roundings. 

One thing | can state without reserva- 
tion. Benchrest shooters are a clan of in- 
dividuals with whom | like to associate. | 
find them to be most enjoyable and by 
far a cut above many of the other shoot- 
ing sports and this is equally true 
whether they hang their hat east or west 
of the big river in the center of our great 
country. 


man” who’s opinion was always sound 
for he always placed the welfare of 
benchrest shooting as first in his 
priorities. 

| have never seen him sidetracked 
from his beliefs even though it occa- 
sionally meant the straining of a friend- 
ship or the sale of a gun. 

He had many friends and few enemies 
but always their respect. I’ve known few 
like him. He gave way more than he took. 

| remember being with Clyde and a 
famous gun writer whose picture was in 
many magazines. We were wandering 
around the exhibit hall at a NRA annual 
convention. A youngster (12-14) spotted 
the gun writer and recognized him. The 
young man approached the gun writer 
and asked for his autograph. The gun 
writer in his haughty way said ‘‘get lost 
kid — beat it!” The crestfallen young 
man walked away with a red face. 

Clyde never forgave the gun writer, 
and over the years the gun writer never 
shot a Hart barrel. He wondered why — | 
could have told him. 

But, | tell this story for Clyde gave to 
all, young and old, beginner or expert, 
friend or enemy, his best advice and ac- 
tual help no matter how simple or com- 
plicated the question. 

Clyde Hart was the character of 
benchrest shooting. He epitomized the 
sport. His deeds will always be engraved 
in the minds of those privileged to know 
him.

A MATCH! HOW AND WHY? 


Contrary to popular belief, a match ac- 
tually starts at the IBS Winter meeting. 
Maybe a little before that, at the host 
clubs meeting, but we won’t argue over 
2-3 weeks. 

The IBS Representative of your club 
attends the winter meeting and when the 
board finally gets around to letting the 
club representative bid on the future 
shoots for the coming year — A MATCH 
IS BORN! 


The representative goes back to his 
first club meeting and informs his mem- 
bers, ‘“‘We have a 2-day IBS Match on 
June 18 and 19, 19—.” 

Now we forgot to mention this is 
November. The very next words from 
about half the members present (which 
is about 10 for the normal club) is, ““What 
the H— made you pick that date, | know | 
can’t make it.” In all the time you have 
known these guys, they couldn’t tell you 
what they were going to do in the next 12 
minutes least long 8 months. 

As | said before, this is November so 
Hunting Season is here and nothing 
further is said or done on the match; 
next is the Holidays. So we are into 
January and IBS sends the contracts for 
the host clubs to sign. There are just a 
few minor errors on these so 3 letters 
and 4 phone calls later IBS finally has 
the contracts ready and correct. 

Most clubs send a letter to all shooters 
who have shot at their club explaining 
the up-coming events for the year, 
facilities at the club, awards to be given, 
and general information on how the 
match will be run. (Expense) 

Now we have proceeded into March. 
Winter has not been too favorable on the 
host club’s range. Repairs are needed — 
Posts being lifted by frost, run off water 
digging new diversion ditches, etc. The 
range committee asks for help to fix 
these little things. Whoops! TROUT 
Season is here!!! 

May arrives with the knowledge of the 
IBS Club Representative and the Chair- 


man of the Range Committee that we 
definitely know June 18 and 19, 19—, we 
scheduled a match! So the two of you go 
to the cupboard, get out the Rolaids and 
the Excedrin and start doing what comes 
natural — SCREAM AND WORK! 

First thing is the targets. (Expense) We 
are shooting LV, HV, and HB, 100 and 
200 yards. You figure on 2 relays of LV & 
HV and 1 relay of HB. Now that only 
comes out to 1200 targets to be marked 
and rotated and placed in separate 
boxes so the target crew doesn’t go nuts 
— with the Nationals LV, SP, & HV ap- 
proximately 4500 to 5500 targets are 
marked. The time factor for doing this 
evenings after work is about 4 days. 
Along with this the competitor rotation 
cards must be marked. Then it’s order 
the trophies for the match. Depending 
upon the match this could cost from 
$200 to $1100. (Expense) 

Now comes the fun part — WHAT 
ABOUT THE KITCHEN! Here is where 
you need a gourmet chef, phd in eco- 
nomics, a medium to look into the future, 
and most of all one H— of a lot of guess 
work. (Expense) 

Now you have reached the real obsta- 
cle. Help for the target crew, stat crew, 
range officer, and kitchen are needed. 
(Expense) You grab the phone and call 
and call. Some say ‘‘Yes.’’ Some say 
“No!” Then you pray. 

Match weekend comes. The frames 
are up, backers repaired and ready, 
target crew ready, stat crew ready, and 
the kitchen is ready. Registration starts. 
(Income) All of a sudden the realization 
hits you, the usual amount of shooters 
are not showing up. Anxiety sets in, in 
one big hurry. Expenses are the same, 
income is down. 

Then some clown comes in and starts 
screaming he though HV was in the 
morning not in the PM. Remember 3 
months ago he received a letter telling 
him how the shoot was to be run. 

Someone else blurts out, ‘Do | have to 
fill out a registration card for each gun?”

The other fellow you are talking to 
says, ‘“‘Here are my cards. How much do 
| owe you?” 

All the competitors are now registered 
and have their bench assignments in 
their hands and the range officer says, 
“Relay 1 to the benches please.” 

Ten minutes later the range officer re- 
quests, ‘‘Will Competitors 104, 126, and 
133 please come to the benches.” If the 
shoot runs a little long at the end of the 
day, | wonder if these competitors 
remember they were waited upon. 

The 2-day match is now begun. All the 
preparations, anxieties, and blood pres- 
sures have settled into a somewhat 
relaxed state. About half way through, 
the final scorer has looked at between 
400 and 500 targets, and someone 
pounds on the door yelling, “You scored 
my target wrong. I’m shooting a6 not a 
22:" 

The stat crew checks his registration 
card and it states he is shooting a 22 cal. 

He says, ‘‘| changed to my LV gun last 
match and forgot to tell you. Sorry.” 

So if at times we are a little short, 
remember, we have more to think about 
than one target. 

After two days the match finally ends. 
All the awards are given and the 
shooters leave. Then the match report 
must be done because IBS requires it be 
sent three weeks after a shoot. After 
work you sit down and compile all the 
needed information, type it, and have it 
printed. (Expense) Now you mail it out to 
all the competitors. (Expense) 

Finally you take all income and all ex- 
penses and see you did come out ahead. 
Not what you hoped but it wasn’t a los- 
ing proposition. 

Throughout we have given you the 
how, the bottom line is the why. Most 
clubs are run and governed by persons 
who are shooters themselves. We look 
forward to the camaraderie of all the 
shooters in the benchrest game. The 
good shooters and nice people over-ride 
all the complainers and anxieties, and 
work. So, see you next year.

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Interview with Master Stocker Al Hauser 
of Hart Rifle Barrel Company 


The relatively new plastic (fiberglass) 
stocks come from the manufacturer 
fairly well shaped for the type of shoot- 
ing for which they are to be used. There 
are several people making these stock 
blanks. The stocks are designed for all 
types of target shooting, big bore, small 
bore, benchrest, silhouette, as well as 
for hunting. 

The stock blanks are semi-inletted 
for various actions, with barrel channels 
of approximately correct size and shape. 

The outside surfaces are a thin 
fiberglass material and the inside of the 
fiberglass form is filled with a material 
that looks like a putty but very light 
weight. The color varies, but basically 
they appear to be made of the same 
materials. 

In Al Hauser’s opinion the filler is not 
sufficiently strong to support the action 
screws or bolts. To overcome this prob- 
lem, Al drills out the areas around the 
stock screws, and then fills them with a 
bedding compound. Bisonite is his 
favorite bedding compound, and after 
this has set he redrills the hole or holes 
to proper size. Thus he has the action 
screws supported by a column of bed- 
ding material. 

Even if it is to be a glue-in job as a 
safety factor he uses one action screw. 
However, he notes that some good 
stockmakers do not do this. He also in- 
formed me that some of the stockers use 
Devcon plastic steel for their pilars. His 
favorite is Bisonite. 

Next in the bedding procedure Al drills 
a number of small holes in the action 
area before he beds the action in the 
stock with Bisonite. This secures the 
bedding material and adds to the 
strength of bedding. He proceeds to bed 
the action next “‘just like a regular bed- 
ding job.”’ 

This preceeds ‘‘the glue-in’’. Prior to 
gluing he makes sure the gun functions 
correctly. Secondly, he ‘‘roughs-up”’ the 
area to be glued with a coarse sand 
paper. 

At this stage in the work Al uses a fix- 
ture for drilling the holes in the stocks so 
one can get at the trigger mechanism 
after gluing. If one doesn’t have a fixture 
he must measure carefully and drill the 
holes. The holes must be large enough 
so that the pins that hold the trigger in 
place are in view and can be punched 
out if necessary. 

At present time Al is using Elmers 
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Super Fast Epoxy cement but he also 
emphasizes that there are other kinds of 
double mix epoxies available that are 
just as good. For example Devcon 
makes an excellent glue as well as bed- 
ding materials. 

Some of the stock blanks are 
smoother than others. McMillan makes 
one that is quite smooth. But any of 
those available require some smoothing. 

Next he fills all of the small holes 
using regular body filler, like used on 
finishing automobiles. 

Al carefully, with masking tape, covers 
all areas that will be glued or where he 
doesn’t want paint next. 

Then the stock is held by wire or other 
means so all of the stock can be spray 
painted. Once this is done a primer coat 
is applied and finally the coat of paint in 
your favorite color. One coat is usually 
enough unless defects show, and if this 
happens the paint is sanded to get good 
retention and painted again. As Al says 
“it’s just like refinishing your car.” 

Some shooters like butt plates or butt 
pads. Most are held in place with screws 
and some of the stock materials will hold 
screws and some won't. In case yours 
won't Al advises that it is a simple matter 
of routing out the butt then inserting a 
piece of wood and securing it with bed- 
ding compound and this should hold the 
butt plate screws.

10 Ibs. of Lead Wire ......... $4.25 
1000 .705 Bullet Jackets ..... $5.00 


Some change in thirty one years! 

At that time you could get a Squirt Die 
from Ray Beihler with the other items 
supplied by Fred Huntington now RCBS. 

Do you know how the lead cores were 
made prior to the Squirt die? You did it 
by cutting, then filing and weighing each 
core until they were all uniform! 

The early bullet forming die was in two 
sections and threaded so one had to 
screw them together and then unscrew 
them to get the bullet out. Time consum- 
ing — I'll say! And then they made inter- 
rupted threads and this reduced the time 
markedly. 

Prior to copper jackets, the bullet 
makers used 22 rim fire cases and 
swaged them to form and then used 
them to hold the lead cores. 

Then they had the copper jackets 
plated with Cadmium. This acted as a 
lubricant, and prevented metal fouling in 
the barrel. | still have some of these 
bullets. They have a 8S ogive. 

They were talking at that time (1949) of 
the possibility of half minute of angle 
groups. 

Think about it — some change what?

They are making up hunting rifles with 
plastic stocks and the demand for 
silhouette guns with plastic stocks is in- 
creasing daily.

For those who are making neck sizing 
dies using Lyman Tong tools or two 
piece straight-line with bushings inside 
dies, the bushings to use are so-called 
drill bushings. These come in drill sizes. 
So the thing to do is order the bushing in 
a slightly smaller size than needed. Then 
lap to the exact size with diamond lap- 
ping compound. 

For polishing barrels in the lathe 
Nicholson make a 12-14 inch flat file 
called ‘‘long angle lathe bastard”’ that is 
excellent. If you get one treasure it and 
do not use for any other purpose.
